OPIUM SEIZURES, 

A Smmcgler front Victoria Captured at 
Taooma wltU Twenty PtmiuU of the 
lirui;. 

The Taooma News says ,lames Jamio- 
son svas arrested on thn .Seattle passen- 
ger train on Wednesday with a lar(;e 
Idack .satchel containing twenty i>ounds 
of opium. 

.latniesonsaid that lio had belonged to 
I he i.'i ow of a sealing vessel, which wan 
wrecked off the coast of Ahiska, not 
long ago. He mndo his way to Victoria 
and purchased tho opium, and a ticket 
to Portland with the money lie had loft 
-,S7 per pound, or 8140 for tho oniuin 
and .$12 for tho ticket. He had ex- 
pected to make a little stake out of the 
opium, having lost considerable by the 
shipwreck. 

The opium smuggler "made a sweeping 
stutemeiit as to the extent of tlie smug- 
ling operations being cjirried ou in 
tTiria. He said tluil that there were 
men I here wlio devoted their whole 
time to the smuggling business, import- 
ing the drug by the wliobjsale. 'I'liey 
hired men to carry it across the border 
to Portland or .Siiii Francisco. Jamiei.()n 
coniplaiiH-d that it was a gri.al hardship 
that the rogues who carried on the 
business on a large scale should escape 
puiiishliieiil, anil poor men like binv 
self, trying to .sinuygh; but a 
few ixiu'nils, should be caught and 
punished. He said thai lie bad Ixjiight 
his oiiium oil his own responsibility 
fniiii o]iiuni ileulers al N'ictm'ia. He 
coulil not fill (lisli the necessary :.l2,Ttl 
bail, and was turned ovtrr to SherllV 
Price, who is tho Deputy United Slatos 
.Marshall for Pierce county. .raniie.soii 
will not bo taken to .Me.Veil's Island, 
where tho governinent prison is .situat- 
ed, at once, but will be conliued in the 
county jail for trial at the coming se.s- 
sion of the district court.
